FDA Advises Swordfish Not Be 
Eaten Due to Contamination

Food and Drug Administration 
advised the public today to 
stop eating swordfish because 
95 per 
cent of ail samples 
examined were contam inated 
with poisonous mercury.

Public Defender Bill Approved 


•JEFFERSON CITY ( A P ) ~ 
The 
Missouri 
House 
today 
passed a public defender bill 
t h a t 
wou l d 
provide 
legal 
counsel at state expense for 
any indigent person accused of 
a felony. 
The vote sending it to the 
Senate was 108-34. 
Sponsors told 
the House 
that decisions of the U. S. 
Supreme Court forced Missouri 
to provide some form of legal 
counsel for poor persons. 
The bill was called a ‘‘rock 
bottom , bare bones measure” 
to provide legal aid only on 
felonies. 
Now in most cases Missouri 
atto rn ey s 
are 
assigned 
by 
c i r cui t 
courts 
to 
defend 
indigent persons, the sponsors 
said, and the result is that 
many persons are defended by 
corporate or tax attorneys who 
know little of criminal law. 
Rep. 
Phillip

Scagiia, 
DKansas City, opposed the bill 


because, he said, it would allow 
m e m b e r s 
of

organizations to be represented

The bill calls for a public 
defender 
in

population and in the more 
populous circuits the defender 
could 
have

assistants. In the circuits where 


the main penitentiary and the 
training center for men are 
located, Cole and Randolph 
counties, there also would be a 
public defender because of the 
num ber of appeals taken by 
prisoners.

measure would be $1.7 million a 
year for 14 public defenders, 64

Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., aims at a “two-China” policy, or 
perhaps a “one-(Red) China, one-Taiwan (formerly 
Nationalist China) policy. 
Almost forgotten in the discussion is a third party, 
the native Taiwanese, who comprise 85 per cent of the 
island’s 14 million population and who are Chinese in 
the same sense that Americans of English descent are 
Englishmen. They would prefer not to be ruled by any 
Chinese government. 
It is easy to say that 750 million mainland Chinese, 
and the government that for good or ill represents 
them, can no longer be ignored (as if we ever really 
ignored them). But it is not all that simple. 
The recognition of Red China would of necessity 
require the “un-recognition” of Nationalist China, for 
the Reds will not be recognized any other way. 
It would mean, if not U.S. support for, the end of 
U.S. opposition to, Red Chinese membership in the 
United 
Nations 
and 
the 
consequent 
ouster 
of 
Nationalist China from its Security Council seat, for 
Red China will not join the U.N. under any other 
conditions. 
It would abrogate, or certainly call into question, 
American treaty commitments to Nationalist China. 
A two-China 
policy won’t work because neither 
Peking nor Taipei will buy that, nor will either permit 
an independent Taiwan governed by Taiwanese. 
Recognition of Red China could open the door to 
numerous good things, including trade, travel and, 
most important of all, a lessening of tensions that 
could explode into war. 
But welcoming another Communist nation with veto 
power into the U.N. and virtually abandoning an old, if 
somewhat useless ally, may be a high price to pay for a 
little good will that could be turned off as abruptly as 
it has been turned on. 
The Red Chinese are not all of a sudden acting like 
good guys because at heart they have always been good 
guys. After 22 solid years as the No. 1 enemy of the 
world in Pekin’s eyes, little Oriental patience on our 
part and a wait-and-see attitude may be our best 
policy.

RISING A IR FARES 
Why are the airlines in such deep financial trouble? doesn’t spend much money; he doesn’t make it. 
Chairman Secor D. Browne of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board put it in a nutshell when he said, “there are too 
many seats and not enough bottoms to fill them .” The 
airlines 
have 
undertaken 
expensive 
acquisition 
programs, they’ve had labor troubles and their cost of 
operations has gone through the roof. But, industry 
observers say, the single most important problem is the 1 
falloff in passenger traffic. To solve it, the CAB and 
the airlines have apparently taken the position that 
those who do fly should pay for those who don’t. 
That, anyway, seems to be the philosophy behind a 
6-per cent hike in air fares which comes into effect on 
Friday, 
7. If necessary, the airlines have been told 
they can apply for another 3-per cent increase later 
tins ^lar. Clearly, something had to be done for the 
industry. As a whole, the airlines posted losses of $195 
million last year. Mergers or bankruptcy loomed as the 
only way out for many of the carriers. The irony of 
the fare hike, however, is that it may not only not help 
the airlines, it may do them considerable harm.

RISING AIR FARES 
Why are the airlines in such deep financial trouble? 
Chairman Secor D. Browne of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board put it in a nutshell when he said, “there are too 
many seats and not enough bottoms to fill them.” The 
airlines 
have 
undertaken 
expensive 
acquisition 
programs, they’ve had labor troubles and their cost of 
operations has gone through the roof. But, industry 
observer» say, the single most important problem is the 
falloff in passenger traffic. To solve it, the CAB and 
the airlines have apparently taken the position that 
those who do fly should pay for those who don’t. 
That, anyway, seems to be the philosophy behind a 
6-per cent hike in air fares which comes into effect on 
Friday, MuV 7. If necessary, the airlines have been told 
they can apply for another 3-per cent increase later 
this jfcar. Clearly, something had to be done for the 
industry. As a whole, the airlines posted losses of $195 
million last year. Mergers or bankruptcy loomed as the 
only way out for many of the carriers. The irony of 
the fare hike, however, is that it may not only not help 
the airlines, it may do them considerable harm.

trip. 
To 
trim 
costs, 
businessmen picked up the phone instead of an airline 
ticket to speak with clients. The question can fairly be 
asked: Will higher fares somehow change all that and 
usher in a new era of prosperity for the airlines?

the United Nations as “the sole representative of 
China.” 
A similar resolution has been introduced by Sen. 
Mike Gravel, D-Alaska. However, another one, by Sen. 
Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., aims at a “two-China” policy, or 
perhaps a “one-(Red) China, one-Taiwan (formerly 
Nationalist China) policy. 
Almost forgotten in the discussion is a third party, 
the native Taiwanese, who comprise 85 per cent of the 
island's 14 million population and who are Chinese in 
the same sense that Americans of English descent are 
Englishmen. They would prefer not to be ruled by any 
Chinese government. 
It is easy to say that 750 million mainland Chinese, 
and the government that for good or ill represents 
them, can no longer be ignored (as if we ever really 
ignored them). But it is not all that simple. 
The recognition of Red China would of necessity 
require the “un-recognition” of Nationalist China, for 
the Reds will not be recognized any other way. 
It would mean, if not U.S. support for, the end of 
U.S. opposition to, Red Chinese membership in the 
United 
Nations 
and 
the 
consequent 
ouster 
of 
Nationalist China from its Security Council seat, for 
Red China will not join the U.N. under any other 
conditions. 
It would abrogate, or certainly call into question, 
American treaty commitments to Nationalist China. 
A two-China 
policy won’t work because neither 
Peking nor Taipei will buy that, nor will either permit 
an independent Taiwan governed by Taiwanese. 
Recognition of Red China could open the door to 
numerous good things, including trade, travel and, 
most important of all, a lessening of tensions that 
could explode into war. 
But welcoming another Communist nation with veto 
power into the U.N. and virtually abandoning an old, if 
somewhat useless ally, may be a high price to pay for a 
little good will that could be turned off as abruptly as 
it has been turned on. 
The Red Chinese are not all of a sudden acting like 
good guys because at heart they have always been good 
guys. After 22 solid years as the No. 1 enemy of the 
world in Pekin’s eyes, little Oriental patience on our 
part and a wait-and-see attitude may be our best 
policy.
